’e Number of Friends Listen to 
Excellent Program. 


The semi-centennial convention of 
the National Educational Association 
j met in Los Angeles Monday, with an 
attendance of more than 12,000 teachers. 
The opening session was addressed by 
Nathan C. Schaeffer, president of the N. 
E. A., and superintendent of public in¬ 
struction for Pennsylvania, on the sub¬ 
ject, “What Can the School Do to Aid 
the Peace Movement.” Dr. Albert Boyn¬ 
ton Sterms, resident of Ames college, 
Iowa, spoke! on “Democracy and Educa¬ 
tion.” In the afternoon the manual 
training department and the departments 
of elementary education and art educa¬ 
tion held a joint session, at which the 
speakers were George W. Eggers, head of 
the department of art in the Chicago 
Normal school; Fletcher B. Dresslar, of 
California university, and Charles H. 
Keyes, of Hartford, Conn. 

The National Council of Education, a 
department of the N. E. A., began its 
convention with the address of the de¬ 
partment president, Dr. Elmer Ellsworth 
Brown, United States commissioner of 
education. Dr. Brown was followed by 
Jesse D. Burks, principal of the Teachers’ 
Training school of Albany, N. Y., who 
'led in a discussion on “Public School 


At the meeting of the trustees last 
night the board of health brought up the 
matter of fire protection by asking the 
passage of an ordinance requiring hotels, 
resorts, and all places in which public 
gatherings are held, to provide suitable 
tire extinguishers and take all possible 
precautions to insure the safety of their 
patrons in this regard. 

The city attorney will draw up a suit¬ 
able ordinance and present it at the next 
meeting of the trustees. 

It is the hope of the board that this 
action will stir up interest in the gen¬ 
eral subject of fire protection for the. 
city, and that our people will awaken 
from their lethargy and take prompt 
measures to protect the city from the 
ravages of fire. At the present time the 
city is in a pitiable condition in this 
regard. Not only have we no fire de¬ 
partment or fire-fighting apparatus, but 
the recent ruling of the water company, 
that under existing conditions they have 
no authority to furnish water to the city 
for such a purpose, makes the situation 
doubly serious, and calls for prompt 
action. 

Ordinance No. 14, the so-called health 
ordinance, was reported upon favorably 
by the committee, and passed by unani¬ 
mous vote of all members present. This 
is a comprehensive measure, prescribing 
the duties of the board of health and 
creating the office of health officer. 

Ordinance No. 15, establishing grades 
on Baldwin and Central avenues was 
also passed and ordered printed. 

Ordinance No. 16, an ordinance of 
intention, fixing grades and ordering 
street improvements on Mountain Trail 
avenue, was introduced and read the 
first time, as was also Ordinance No. 17, 
establishing a system for the numbering 
of houses in the city. Numbers will 
run east and west of Baldwin avenue 
and north and south of Central avenue, 
beginning with a new hundred at each

These conditions still stand and the 
library directors desire it to be distinct¬ 
ly understood that if the wishes of the 
members of the Woman's Club, as to the 
circulation of juvenile books, have been 
delayed or retarded, it is not the fault 
of the library association, but of those 
of your former committee, who mistak¬ 
enly sought to instruct the directors in 
the details of their, duty. 

It therefore seems essential, in the 
interests of those who desire to see the 
books in the hands of juvenile readers 
without vexatious delay, that I should 
reiterate distinctly and emphatically 
that the Directors of the Sierra Madre 
Library Association are ready and 
willing to receive the offered books, 
and that they will so dispose of them 
as to make certain that the wishes of 
every one desiring their prompt issue 
among juvenile readers, shall be ac¬ 
complished.

A new lake appears on the latest map 
of Idaho—Lake Walcott, and although 
an artificial body of water, it is the 
largest lake in Southern Idaho. Its 
area is three times greater than that of 
Big Payette lake in the western part of 
the state, and three-fourths the size of 
Jackson lake in Wyoming. 

Lake Walcott is created by the back 
water above the great Minidoka dam re¬ 
cently constructed by the reclamation 
service. It covers about 15,000 acres, is 
thirty-five miles long and for more than 
seven miles it has a width of about two 
miles. 

Near the headgates and dam plans 
are being made for tree planting and 
otherwise beautifying the shores. Lands 
bordering the lake will later be watered 
by means of pumps, thus increasing the 
attractions of the lake. 

The fish commission will be asked to 
stock the lake with fish. Already ducks 
and geese in large numbers are making 
it their summer headquarters. The 
country about the lake until the advent 
of the reclamation service about three 
years ago, was an uninhabited desert. 
Today a population of 10,000 is living 
there. Three thriving towns have 
sprung up and a new railroad has been 
constructed. 

The Minidoka project promises to be¬ 
come one of the most thickly settled 
agricultural districts in the state, and 
Lake Walcott will doubtless in time be 
a popular summer resort for people 
living in that part of Idaho.

The secretary declares that 
the proposed movement is that of a 
practice cruise and that the fleet will 
not be kept in the Pacific permanently. 
He stated that the length of time that 
the fleet would remain on the western 
side of the coutincnt had not yet been 
decided. With considerable emphasis 
the secretary voiced his opinion that 
the warlike interpretation that had been 
made in connection with the fleet’s 
movement was not justified by the facts. 
He said: 

“The fleet which will be moved from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific this winter is 
coming to this side merely on a practice 
cruise. The fleet will consist of sixteen 
or more vessels, not more than twenty, 
and its stay on this side will not be per¬ 
manent. Of course, the fleet will not 
come here turn around and go right 
back again. How long it will remain 
in the Pacific will be determined at the 
proper time. There is no sound reason 
or excuse for all this talk by the public 
and through the press of an attempt to 
overawe the Japanese by a warlike naval 
display. I do not believe that the news¬ 
papers are justified or right in so con¬ 
struing and coloring the cruise of the 
warships to the Pacific. Every year the 
Atlantic fleet has been sent on a cruise. 
Last year it was sent to Guantanamo. 
This year it will be ordered to the Pa-

The defaulter may grow careless or trust 
that time has buried the memory of his 
crime but the surety company never 
forgets, never gives over the hunt. If at 
the end of the year, say, a defaulter has 
not been captured, and the chase is 
seemingly at an end, the papers in the 
case are filed away, marked to be brought 
forward again at the end of three or six 
months. The hunt begins again. If it 
again fails, it is again put by for another
